Mr. Lucas hag a high 
opinion of silage as feed for dairy 
cows. 
He say* that not counting 
anything for the rent of the land 
It costs 
him around 
$3.00 per 
ton 
to raise 
and put it in the silo. 
He 
says that it is considered equal to 
about one-third the same quantity 
of alfalfa. Mr. Lucas, so far as I 
have 
been 
inform ed, 
is 
the 
only 
man in the county who is filling 
a silo this season.
